REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


) In reviewing the work of the year 1916, so far as it 
pertains to the schools of Rumney, I am greatly encour- 
aged when I remember the splendid spirit of helpfulness 
that has so many times been exhibited by our teachers in 
their efforts to maintain a high standard of work in our 
schools. Concern for the welfare of the backward pupil 
is always an indication of high ideals on their part. 

During the year the Montview school kas undergone 
extensive repairs and is now in first-class condition. Our 
schools are now either new or newly renovated so that 
during the coming year the need of repairs is less than for 
several years past. 

I believe that much good might be accomplished in 
proportion to the money expended by the addition of nat- 
ure study cabinets in each school and by arranging a series 
of interior decorations to conform to the seasons of the 
year which shall add to the attractiveness of the school- 
rooms. 

The Bethesda school is still under the direction of Mrs. 
Barney, who is maintaining an unusually high standard 
of work. 

Changed conditions are facing the schools of Rumney 
-as they are every other department of human interest and 
endeavor. The high cost of living has not failed to make 
itself manifestin the prices of almost everything pertaining 
to educational work. The cost of transporting pupils is 
more than double what it was formerly. Paper and all 
school supplies have advanced from 50to 100 percent. The 
cost of teachers alone has remained nearly on its former 
level. 

We, therefore, recommend for the ensuing year the 
‘sum of $15 for flags, $500 for high school tuitions, $300 
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for books and SPDLES and $200 for salaries of 
officers. © ‘ean
